The  Garnet  Resource  Management  Plan  and  Environmental  ImpsrcrStarement,  September  1985,  and  the  subsequent 
Record  of  Decision,  January  1986,  established  the  management  direction  and  the  grazing  management  program  for  the 
Garnet  Resource  Area.  This  Rangeland  Program  Summary  (RPS)  update  briefly  describes  changes  in  the  program  since 
the  original  Rangeland  Program  Summary  was  published  in  August  1986,  and  announces  progress  in  implementing  the 
program. 

One  new  Allotment  Management  Plan  (AMP)  for  the  Bonita-Clinton-Potomac  allotment  has  been  completed  and  one 
AMP,  Devil  Mountain,  was  dropped  due  to  reduction  in  acreage  through  land  exchanges.  Table  1  lists  current  AMPs  and 
their  acreages  and  reflects  the  changes  made  since  the  original  RPS  was  published.

These  AMPs  set  management  objectives  for  improving  the  range,  watershed,  soils,  wildlife  and  forest  resources.  The  areas 
are  monitored  each  grazing  cycle  and  periodically  evaluated  to  determine  if  progress  is  being  made  toward  achieving 
AMP  objectives. 

Another  major  change  has  been  to  rename  allotments  in  the  Garnet  Resource  Area  to  reflect  geographic  or  place  names 
rather  than  allotees'  names.  Due  to  a  large  number  of  transfers,  the  former  method  of  naming  had  become  cumbersome 
and  confusing.  See  Appendix  A  for  a  listing  of  allotment  numbers,  old  allotment  names  and  new  allotment  names.  The 
new  names  will  be  used  henceforth. 


Table  2  lists  the  remaining  new  proposed  AMPs  for  "improvement"  (I)  category  allotments.

Based  upon  current  and  projected  funding,  one  AMP  revision  (McElwain  AMP)  will  be  completed  for  FY  88  and  field  work 
will  be  initiated  on  one  new  AMP  which  will  be  a  combination  of  three  existing  allotments  into  one  management  unit 
(Mulkey  East  (7108),  Mulkey  West  (7104),  and  Dry  Mulkey  (7105)).  Planning  for  this  combined  allotment  is  scheduled  for 
completion  during  FY  89  or  90.  See  Table  3  for  the  revised  allotment  ranking  (I  allotments)  for  AMP  implementation.

The  revised  ranking  reflects  the  completion  of  the  Bonita-Clinton-Potomac  AMP;  combination  of  the  Mulkey  East, 
Mulkey  West  and  Dry  Mulkey  Allotments;  and  the  moving  of  the  Lutje  Allotment,  7312,  from  the  I  category  to  the  C  (custo- 
dial management)  category.  This  move  was  made  due  to  a  large  reduction  in  public  land  acreage  as  a  result  of  the  recently 
completed  land  exchange  with  the  State  of  Montana. 

Several  allotments  have  new  or  revised  preference  allocations.  Table  4  gives  a  brief  discussion  of  the  changes  made  and 
reasons  why.

A  total  of  35,050  acres  remain  in  the  unleased  category.  This  acreage  total  is  up  slightly  from  the  33,770  acre  total 
announced  in  the  original  RPS.  An  additional  640  acres  in  the  Wales  Creek  area  accounts  for  the  difference.  Table  5 
summarizes  the  unleased  tracts.
